A Debt of Honor

They used to say that, when¬ 
ever the trade wind changed its 
direction in the early month of 
May, and blew from the South 
instead of the Northeast, you 
could hear the voices of the 
guardsmen who had served 
and died in World War II. 

It was said that you could 
hear those voices with crys¬ 
talline clarity in the first few 
years after the war at a certain 
point along the St. Nicolas 
Bay, but that after those initial 
years had passed the voices 
started to fade. Today, even if 
you stand in that very same 
spot, all you can hear are 
barely audible fragments, mur¬ 
murs, and wisps of conversa¬ 
tions. And you may be tempted 
to tell yourself that you’re only 
imagining things. 

During the Second World 
War, Aruban servicemen had 
sailed on oil tankers and war¬ 
ships and had stood guard 
along the island’s southern 
shores. Day and night, they 
would peer into the dark-deep 
waters to try to discern the 


presence of German submarine 
U-boats, which had swarmed 
into the Caribbean basin to cut 
off the Allied supply lines that 
ran all the way up to the Euro¬ 
pean theater of war. 

After the war, in Sunday 
morning parades, the surviving 
guardsmen would march with 
their heads held high, shoul¬ 
dering their rifles and carrying 
their flag with dignity and 
pride. 

There used to be quite a few 
of them, but today most have 
passed on. Every year the 
group grows smaller and soon 
the day will come that none 
will be left alive. Many of us 
are too young to remember 
them. And even if we would 
hear their names, we wouldn’t 
know who they were. And, yet, 
they had once taken up arms to 
defend their community and 
die for their country. 

Today we lay wreaths to 
pay homage to their bravery, 
dedication, discipline, and 
willingness to defend our free¬ 
dom and way of life. To com¬ 


memorate not only the suffer¬ 
ing and pain but also the glory. 
And, yet, we do not remember 
who they were. It is only in the 
pale moonlight, and then only 
if the early May winds blow 
from the South instead of the 
Northeast (which isn’t very 
often), that we can still catch 
glimpses of their heroism and 
sacrifice. On those rare occa¬ 
sions, remnants of history drift 
toward us—of ships that were 
torpedoed, of a buddy who was 
captured and executed, of a 
guardsman whose silhouette 
was scorched into the walls of 
a concrete bunker by a final, 
deadly blast. 

And so we may wonder, 
what happens to a man’s soul 
when even the memory of his 
existence fades from the Book 
of Life? 

Maybe, it is time for us to 
stand guard, to repay our debt 
of honor, to peer back into the 
dark-deep ocean of time ... 
and keep alive the memory of 
their souls.

Times Square bomb suspect charged Rescuers pray for no more 
with terrorism victims in Tenn. floods 


NEW YORK (AP) - A Pak¬ 
istani-born U.S. citizen was 
charged yesterday with terror¬ 
ism and attempting to use a 
weapon of mass destruction in 
the botched Times Square 
bombing. The government said 
he confessed to receiving ex¬ 
plosives training in Pakistan. 

Faisal Shahzad was arrested 
Monday night, pulled off a 
plane that was about to fly to 
the Middle East. 

According to the complaint, 
Shahzad confessed to buying 
an SUV, rigging it with a 
homemade bomb and driving 
it Saturday night into Times 
Square, where he tried to deto¬ 
nate it. 

In Pakistan, intelligence of¬ 
ficials said several people had 
been detained in connection 
with the Times Square case. 

Shahzad admitted to recei¬ 
ving bomb-making training in 
Waziristan, the lawless tribal 



region where the Pakistani Tal¬ 
iban operates with near im¬ 
punity, but there is no mention 
of al-Qaida in the complaint 
filed in Manhattan federal 
court. 

"Based on what we know 
so far, it is clear that this was a 
terrorist plot aimed at murder¬ 
ing Americans in one of the 
busiest places in our country," 
Attorney General Eric Holder 
said in Washington. 


Shahzad was on board a 
Dubai-bound flight that was 
taxiing away from the gate at 
Kennedy Airport late Monday 
when the plane was turned 
around and federal authorities 
took him into custody, law en¬ 
forcement officials said. Fed¬ 
eral officials had placed him 
on a "no-fly" list hours before 
his arrest. 

Holder said Shahzad was 
talking to investigators, pro¬ 
viding them with valuable in¬ 
formation. 

The FBI read Shahzad his 
constitutional rights after he 
provided the information, and 
he continued to cooperate, FBI 
Deputy Director John Pistole 
said. 

Official says 
unconfirmed 
report oil at 
La. island 

MOBIFE, Alabama (AP) - An 
executive with BP PEC is say¬ 
ing there has been an uncon¬ 
firmed report of oil washing 
ashore on a small Eouisiana is¬ 
land. 

BP Chief Operating Officer 
Doug Suttles said at a news 
conference yesterday that more 
than 20 boats have been dis¬ 
patched to Chandeleur Island 
to look for the oil, but so far 
haven't been able to find it. 

Reports came in on Thurs¬ 
day that the oil washed ashore 
at the mouth of the Mississippi 
River along the Eouisiana 
coast. 

Officials are saying the 
weather has improved signifi¬ 
cantly in the Gulf, allowing 
crews to lay more containment 
equipment as well as repair the 
booms that were damaged in 
rough weather. 

Officials say they also hope 
to be able to again burn some 
of the oil offshore now that the 
winds have eased. 


NASHVILLE, Tennessee (AP) 
- The dark waters of the Cum¬ 
berland River slowly started to 
ebb Tuesday as residents who 
frantically fled the deadly flash 
floods returned home to find 
mud-caked floors and soggy 
furniture. Rescuers prayed 
they would not find more bod¬ 
ies as the floodwaters receded. 

The river and its tributaries 
had flooded parts of middle 
Tennessee after a record- 
breaking weekend storm 
dumped more than a foot of 
rain in two days, rapidly 
spilling water into homes, 
roads and some of Music 
City's best-known attractions. 

At least 29 people were 
killed in Tennessee, Missis¬ 
sippi and Kentucky by either 
floodwaters or tornadoes. 
Water submerged parts the 
Grand Ole Opry House, con¬ 
sidered by many to be the heart 
of country music, and the 
nearby Opryland Hotel could 
be closed for up to six months. 

The flash flooding caught 
many here by surprise, and ef¬ 
forts to warn residents to not 


drive on flooded streets were 
hampered by power outages. 
As the water began to recede, 
bodies were recovered late 
Monday from homes, a yard 
and a wooded area outside a 
Nashville supermarket. By 
yesterday, the flash floods 
were blamed in the deaths of 
18 people in Tennessee alone, 
including 10 in Nashville. 

Hundreds of people had 
been rescued by boat and 
canoe from their flooded 
homes over the past few days. 
Those rescue operations were 
winding down in Nashville 
yesterday, though emergency 
management officials were 
checking a report of a house 
floating in a northern neigh¬ 
borhood, trying to determine if 
anyone was in it. 

It remained unclear how 
many — if any — people were 
missing in Tennessee. Author¬ 
ities in southcentral Kentucky 
searched Tuesday for a 
kayaker who was last seen 
Monday afternoon in the 
swollen Green River.

Apple Obsession: The Science of 
iPad Fanaticism 


When Apple released its 
iPad, people lined up for 
hours to get their hands on 
the latest shiny techno-gadget 
stamped with the Apple logo. 

While there likely wasn't 
reason to worry iPads would 
go out of style, or worse, be¬ 
come unavailable, and those 
die-hard consumers didn't ur¬ 
gently need the tablet for an 
essential task that same day, 
still the lines persisted - as 
they often do when Apple 
comes out with something 
new. 

The seemingly odd behav¬ 
ior makes sense to market re¬ 
searchers and psychologists 
who weigh in on the reasons 
for Apple's cult-like follow¬ 
ing, and why members feel 
such affection for these prod¬ 
ucts. 

The unadulterated loyalty 
often invovles brand-centric 
fan groups, which scientists 
refer to as brand communi¬ 
ties. These groups, which 
have formed around Apple, 
Harley-Davidson and even 
Hello Kitty, seem to rise up 
largely without the aid of sly 
marketing campaigns and in¬ 



stead by grassroots move¬ 
ments with their own rituals 
and traditions. Some even say 
the Apple community has the 
makings of a cult, with fa¬ 
naticism that comes close to 
religious furor. 

These groups can form out 
of necessity, the desire to be 
part of a community, and a 
shared sense that members 
understand something that, 
well, not everybody else gets. 

In addition, Apple fans al¬ 
ways have something new to 
keep their interest, an impor¬ 
tant component in fueling 
any fanaticism, researchers 
say. And, as is the case with

"The brand becomes 
more than just a set of attrib¬ 
utes to get you somewhere, 
it's a core part of who you 
are." 

Brand communities also 
involve rituals and traditions, 
or some type of shared cul¬ 
ture. Harley riders have their 
group rides; Apple users have 
store openings or a new prod¬ 
uct release. As was evident 
with the iPad, loyalists chose 
to camp out despite the fact 
that, if they simply wanted 
the product, they could have 
ordered it online.

Light bulbs actually spur 
bright ideas, study reveals 


Seeing light bulbs might fos¬ 
ter bright ideas, scientists 
now find. 

The concept that reaching 
an insight is much like shin¬ 
ing a light into a dark place 
goes back to at least Plato. It 
was this philosophical anal¬ 
ogy that actually led social 
psychologist Michael Slepian 
at Tufts University to wonder 
if light bulbs might actually 
spur insights. 

"Insight has been studied 
for decades; it is still a very 
mysterious phenomenon," 
Slepian said. 

The researchers first 
wanted to see if light bulbs ac¬ 
tually were unconsciously 
linked to enlightenment in 
people's minds. In a prelimi¬ 
nary experiment, 73 college 
students watched as words 
were flashed across a com¬ 
puter screen. They viewed 10 
words associated with insight 
- such as create, conceive, and 
envision -10 other words and 
20 non-words. They were then 
asked to respond as quickly 
and as accurately as possible 
if what they were shown was 
a word or non-word. 

Comparing bulbs 

The students had either a 
bare, unshaded incandescent 
25-Watt light bulb or an over¬ 
head fluorescent light turned on 
in the room. Volunteers exposed 
to the light bulb responded 
quicker to words linked to in¬ 
sight than other words, support¬ 
ing the notion that light bulbs 
were indeed connected to in¬ 
sight in their minds. 

To see if light bulbs could 
actually promote insights, 


Slepian and his colleagues 
next gave college students 
spatial, math and verbal prob¬ 
lems to solve and had either a 
bare light bulb or an overhead 
fluorescent light turned on in 
the room partway into the 
problem. The volunteers ei¬ 
ther solved the problems 
faster or more often with the 
light bulb than with the fluo¬ 
rescent light. 

"What I find most surpris¬ 
ing about these results is that 
something as elusive as the 
process of insight can be in¬ 
fluenced by a subtle feature of 
our environment," Slepian 
said. "Much research has dis¬ 
cussed insight as if it's some¬ 
thing entirely internal to the 
person, that it's something that 
happens within you, and what 
we found in several studies is 
that something external to you 
can influence insight." 

These findings suggest 
that it takes more than light to 
promote enlightenment. In¬ 
stead, the researchers suggest 
our brains respond favorably 
to bare lightbulbs because 
they are familiar symbols of 
insight. This kind of so-called 
"priming effect" has been 
seen before in psychology - 
for instance, when shown ar¬ 
tifacts from the business 
world, such as briefcases, 
people play economic games 
more competitively, and ex¬ 
posure to the American flag 
triggers aggressive behav¬ 
ioral tendencies among regu¬ 
lar news watchers, due 
perhaps to how the United 
States is often linked in the 
news to attacks both against 
and from other parties.

Sleeping well linked to 
longer, healthier life 



A study of nearly 16,000 Chi¬ 
nese adults ages 65 and older 
has found that those who reg¬ 
ularly enjoyed a good night’s 
sleep were also those who en¬ 
joyed overall better health 
and longevity. 

Reporting in the May 
issue of Sleep, researchers 
from Portland State Univer¬ 
sity in Oregon analyzed 2005 
data from the Chinese Longi¬ 
tudinal Healthy Longevity 
Survey to look at which fac¬ 
tors were associated with 
sleep among elder adults. 
They found that those ages 
80 and older were more 
likely to report higher sleep 
quality compared with adults 
ages 65 to 79. Being male, 
living in a rural area, higher 
socioeconomic status, and 
good health conditions were 
all associated with higher 
quality of sleep. 

About two-thirds of the 
study group rated their sleep 
quality good or very good. 
Participants slept an average 
of 7.5 hours per day, includ¬ 
ing naps. The findings sug¬ 
gest that the quality of sleep 
could have implications in 
living a longer, healthier life. 

The Very Old Have Better 
Sleep 

Surprisingly, younger in¬ 
dividuals didn’t sleep as well 
as their elder counterparts. 
The study showed that adults 
age 100 and older were 70% 
more likely to report better 
sleep quality than those ages 
65 to 79, even after control¬ 
ling for factors such as demo¬ 
graphics, socioeconomics, 
and health. Access to health 
care services and economic 
status were strongly associ¬ 
ated with higher-quality 
sleep; participants were 84% 
more likely to report higher 
sleep quality if they had suf¬ 
ficient health care access and 


their families were doing well 
economically. Men were 
23% more likely than women 
to say they slept well. 

Not surprisingly, people 
with health problems were 
46% less likely to report 
sleeping well. Individuals 
who were anxious, had at 
least one chronic health con¬ 
dition, or struggled with 
everyday tasks were less 
likely to report higher sleep 
quality. 

The study results are 
based on a population sample 
of 15,638 adults living 
throughout China, including 
3,927 who were between 90 
and 99 years of age and 2,794 
who were 100 years of age 
and older who were inter¬ 
viewed about their sleep 
habits. 

China is an ideal setting to 
study longevity because its 
population of 1.3 billion has 
one of the largest elderly pop¬ 
ulations in the world. It is es¬ 
timated that China has nearly 
40.5 million people who are 
age 75 and older. 

Good Sleep Promotes 
Health 

While the researchers are 
not suggesting a cause-and- 
effect relationship between 
sleep and healthy aging, the 
findings do suggest that get¬ 
ting a good night’s sleep may 
benefit individuals as they 
age. 

’’Age and health condi¬ 
tions are the two most impor¬ 
tant factors associated with 
self-reported sleep quality 
and duration,” says Danan 
Gu, PhD. ”The majority of 
healthy elders could experi¬ 
ence satisfactory sleep qual¬ 
ity. Sleep problems at 
oldest-old ages likely arise 
from a variety of physiologi¬ 
cal and psychosocial factors 
rather than aging per se.”

’’Otherwise don’t bother 
with them,” Froboese advised. 
High in calories 
Energy drinks typically 
contain sugar, the primary en¬ 
ergy source; caffeine, which 
is a stimulant; and taurine, an 
amino acid that helps regulate 
the level of water and mineral 
salts in the blood. As thirst 
quenchers the drinks are ex¬ 
tremely high in calories, with 
about 125 and more per serv¬ 
ing. 


”To bolster physical per¬ 
formance during training or 
athletic competition, the best 
choice is water without car- 
bonation or in combination 
with high-quality fruit 
juices,” Froboese said. 

People with high blood 
pressure or cardiovascular 
conditions should consume 
energy drinks only occasion¬ 
ally. For children, pregnant or 
nursing women and people 
sensitive to caffeine, the 
drinks are inadvisable.

Reporters Without Borders 
names press 'predators' 


PARIS, France (AP) - Media 
advocacy group Reporters 
Without Borders on Monday 
put Russian Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin and Chinese 
President Hu Jintao on its an¬ 
nual list of press freedom 
"predators.” 

The Paris-based group says 
its list is made up of "40 politi¬ 
cians, government officials, re¬ 
ligious leaders, militias and 
criminal organizations that 
cannot stand the press, treat it 
as an enemy and directly attack 
journalists." 

Newcomers to the annual 
list, released on World Press 
Freedom Day, include Yemeni 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh, 
Taliban overlord Mullah Omar 
and Chechen President 
Ramzan Kadyrov. 

Targeting China's Hu, the 
group said he has enlisted 
China's police and propaganda 
departments "to prevent any 


free press emerging." It also 
says he refuses to release ac¬ 
tivists, bloggers and journalists 
detained during the 2008 Bei¬ 
jing Games. 

Of Putin, Reporters Without 
Borders says: "Control is the 
key word for this former KGB 
officer: control of the state, 
control of the economic and 
political forces, control of 
geopolitical strategic interests 
and control of the media." 

Rwandan President Paul 
Kagame also appears: Re¬ 
porters Without Borders says 
he "denigrates journalists" and 
that authorities "constantly ha¬ 
rass" two Rwandan newspa¬ 
pers and prosecute their 
editors. 

Others on the list include 
Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad, Syrian President 
Bashar al-Assad and Zimbab¬ 
wean President Robert Mu¬ 
gabe.

IMF to meet Sunday to approve 
$40B Greek loan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
plans to meet Sunday to ap¬ 
prove a $40 billion loan to 
Greece as part of a rescue 
package to save the country 
from looming bankruptcy. 

The bailout includes a $105 
billion loan from the 15 other 
European Union members 
who use the euro as their cur¬ 
rency. 

An IMF spokesman said 
yestrday its decision-making 


board would convene on Sun¬ 
day to act on Greece’s request 
for a loan. 

Greece has debts of $380 
billion and a budget deficit of 
13.6 percent of gross domestic 
product. It has been struggling 
to pull its finances in order and 
was less than three weeks 
away from default when the 
eurozone finance ministers 
agreed last Sunday to activate 
the three-year $145 billion eu¬ 
rozone and IMF rescue.

The automaker says the air 
bag unit’s wire harness under 
the front passenger seat could 
wear down and interrupt the air 
bag’s signal. In a crash, the air 
bag may not deploy and could 
increase the risk of an injury. 

Nissan spokesman Colin 
Price said there have been no 
injuries reported. 

The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration 
said Nissan had not yet pro¬ 
vided the agency with a plan to 
fix the vehicles. Price said Nis¬ 
san would provide NHTSA 
with information on the repair 
in May and begin notifying 
owners of the recall in June. 

Price said if a vehicle’s red 
air bag warning light had 
turned on, the owner can bring 
their car into their dealer for 
repair. For more information,

Monetary policy of the Central Bank 
of Aruba 


ORANJESTAD - The Cen- 
trale Bank van Aruba (CBA) 
has decided to maintain its cur¬ 
rent monetary policy un¬ 
changed, which means that the 
reserve requirement rate re¬ 
mains at 11 percent. 

This unaltered monetary 
policy reflects the current 
sluggish economic and finan¬ 
cial conditions in the domestic 
economy, while short-term 
outlook is significantly influ¬ 
enced by uncertainty about the 
future of the refinery. In this 
regard, the CBA is monitoring 
two possible scenarios: one is 
that the Valero refinery re¬ 
sumes its operations in the 


second half of 2010, and the 
second scenario is based upon 
a permanent shutdown of the 
refinery. With these two sce¬ 
narios in the background, in¬ 
flation (12- month average 
trend) continues to be subdued 
at -0.1 percent, and the risks 
for a significant increase in 
prices in the short-term future 
are currently deemed low, al¬ 
though oil prices are on the 
upside. 

The level of the net foreign 
assets is currently stable at Afl. 
1,514.7 million, which is 
equivalent to about 6 months 
of coverage of current account 
payments, while growth in 


banking sector credit remains 
weak due to a slump in credit 
demand. Current projections of 
the latter indicate that credit 
activity will stay below the 
CBA’s current target. Conse¬ 
quently, an ample bank liquid¬ 
ity will persist. 

The expected real GDP can 
result in either a positive or a 
negative outcome, depending 
on which scenario comes out 
in the end: in the case the re¬ 
finery becomes operational, 
GDP is projected to rise by 2.1 
percent, while if it closes per¬ 
manently, real GDP is pro¬ 
jected to fall by 2.5 percent. 


Geithner open to adding bank tax to 
financial bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Treas¬ 
ury Secretary Timothy Geith¬ 
ner says he is open to including 
a new tax on large banks as 
part of a bill that would over¬ 
haul the nation’s financial reg¬ 
ulations, but he will defer to 
congressional leaders. 

Sen. Chuck Schumer of 


New York wants to include the 
tax in the financial regulations 
bill. But the New York Demo¬ 
crat acknowledged yesterday 
that most other senators op¬ 
pose the approach, which 
could make the financial regu¬ 
lations bill harder to pass. 

The bank tax, which Presi¬ 


dent Barack Obama first pro¬ 
posed in January, would raise 
an estimated $90 billion over 
the next decade. Geithner said 
the tax is justified to recoup 
billions spent bailing out Wall 
Street. If the tax is not included 
in the financial bill, it could be 
passed separately. 


Stocks slide as new doubts about 


Greek aid emerge 


NEW YORK CITY (AP) - 
Stocks plunged around the 
world yesterday as fears spread 
that Europe's attempt to con¬ 
tain Greece's debt crisis would 
fail. The euro fell to its lowest 
point against the dollar in a 
year. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell about 245 points, 
erasing its 143-point gain from 
Monday. The Dow and broader 
indexes each fell more than 2 
percent. Treasury prices rose 
on increased demand for safety 
investments. 

Stocks have seesawed in 
the past week as Europe's ef¬ 
forts to agree on a bailout 
package for Greece proceeded 
in fits and starts. An agreement 
finally came together over the 
weekend, but its ballooning 
size of $144 billion has in¬ 
vestors worried that Europe 
would have an even tougher 
time assembling an aid pack¬ 
age if a larger country such as 
Spain or Portugal were to get 
in trouble. 

The market's plunge wasn't 
a surprise to some analysts 
who have warned for weeks 
that stocks were due for a big 
pullback. After Monday's rally, 
the Standard & Poor's 500 
index was up almost 14 per¬ 
cent from its 2010 low of 
1,056.74, reached Feb. 8. In¬ 
vestors have spent the past 


three months largely shrugging 
off the problems in Europe and 
focusing instead on the conti¬ 
nuing signs of improvement in 
the U.S. economy. 

One of the market's con¬ 
cerns now is that weakening 
economies in Europe could 
jeopardize the recovery in this 
country. 

While Greece's economy is 
small, investors worry that 
other cash-strapped European 
governments could follow 
Greece into asking for emer¬ 
gency loans. Markets have 
been increasingly skeptical 
that Europe can act on its own 
restore the credibility of its 
shared currency, the euro. 

"Everybody is worried 
about who is going to be next," 
said Scott Fullman, director of 
derivatives investment strategy 


DETROIT, Michigan (AP) - 
Chrysler Group LLC says it 
will offer zero-percent financ¬ 
ing on most 2010 model year 
vehicles through June 1. 

The automaker announced 
the deals yesterday. They're 
similar to offers Chrysler had 
in April. 

The deals will help 
Chrysler compete with Toyota 


for WJB Capital Group in New 
York. 

The euro again fell against 
the dollar as traders turned 
away from the currency, which 
is used by 16 European Union 
countries including Greece. In¬ 
vestors have punished the euro 
over the past few months over 
doubts that Europe would be 
able to enforce fiscal discipline 
in Greece and other weak 
countries in the region in order 
to protect the euro. 

Meanwhile, protests 
erupted throughout Greece 
against the spending cuts the 
country has promised to make 
to receive the bailout loans. A 
general strike has been called 
for today. Greece agreed on 
Sunday to slash public spend¬ 
ing by $40 billion to secure the 
loans. 


Motor Corp., which has ex¬ 
tended its own zero-percent fi¬ 
nancing deals through June 1.

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World's oldest person, 114, dies in J apan 


TOKYO, Japan (AP) - The 
world's oldest person, a Japa¬ 
nese woman on the southern 
island of Okinawa, has died a 
week before her 115th birth¬ 
day, a spokeswoman said yes¬ 
terday. 

Kama Chinen, who wit¬ 
nessed three centuries, died 
Sunday, according to Kaoru 
Shijima, a spokeswoman at her 
care facility. 

Petite and gray-haired, Chi¬ 
nen spent her final years at a 
care center in Nanjo on south¬ 


eastern Okinawa. She was 
born on May 10, 1895, accor¬ 
ding to the Gerontology Re¬ 
search Group, which tracks 
individuals of extremely old 
age. 

Her family guarded her pri¬ 
vacy closely, and details re¬ 
garding her death were not 
released to the press — many 
Japanese newspapers didn't 
even give her name. 

Chinen became the world's 
oldest known person when 
Gertrude Baines died in a Los 


Angeles hospital at age 115 in 
September. 

The oldest human is now 
114-year-old Eugenie Blan¬ 
chard, a French woman born 
on Feb. 16, 1896, according to 
the research group. The group 
has validated 75 "supercente¬ 
narians" worldwide who are at 
least 110 years old, according 
to its website. 

Japan has a high percentage 
of the world's centenarians, 
many of whom are from the 
southern Okinawa region. 


There were more 
than 40,000 Japanese 
over 100 years old 
when the govern¬ 
ment released its an¬ 
nual report in 
September. Over 86 
percent of them were 
women. 

By 2050, Japan's 
centenarian popula¬ 
tion is expected to 
reach nearly 1 mil¬ 
lion, according to 
U.N. projections. 
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Spanish face transplant 
patient goes public

MADRID, Spain (AP) - A 
Spanish man who underwent a 
partial face transplant in Janu¬ 
ary has appeared in public for 
the first time, hugging his sur¬ 
geon and thanking the donor’s 
family. 

The patient, identified only 
as Rafael, spoke in a labored 
voice yesterday at a news con¬ 
ference at the Seville hospital 
where he underwent surgery. 

The patient’s age was not 
given. Doctors replaced the 


bottom two-thirds of his face 
because of a congenital disease 
that left it deformed with be¬ 
nign tumors. 

Rafael checked out of hos¬ 
pital yesterday, thanking doc¬ 
tors and the donor's family for 
making the groundbreaking 
surgery possible. 

He will only fully recover 
the ability to move his tongue 
three months from now, and 
still had difficulty talking at the 
press conference. 


'Summer of uncertainty' looms for 
Europe aviation

DUBLIN, Ierland (AP) - Ice¬ 
land's volcanic ash threatened 
European air space once again 
yesterday, forcing Ireland and 
some North Atlantic islands to 
temporarily shut down airports 
for the first time in 12 days. 

Eamonn Brennan, chief of 
the Irish Aviation Authority, 
warned of "a summer of uncer¬ 
tainty" in the air due to the 
continuing eruption of Ice¬ 
land's Eyjafjallajokul volcano. 

In Brussels, European 
Union transport ministers held 
another emergency aviation 
meeting and emerged vowing 
that reforming the continent's 
patchwork air traffic control 
system into a one seamless air¬ 
space was a "top priority." Ger¬ 
many and France also de¬ 
manded binding rules to deter¬ 
mine when airspaces should be 
closed and planes grounded 
because of volcanic ash. 

Airlines and airports com¬ 
plained bitterly that EU uncer¬ 
tainty during last month's 
volcanic crisis grounded too 
many flights for too long last 
month. In all, more than 
100,000 flights were canceled, 
inconveniencing 10 million 
travelers. 

Aviation authorities shut 
down airports throughout Ire¬ 
land, Scotland's Outer He¬ 
brides islands and the Faeroe 
Islands for several hours yes¬ 
terday after unexpectedly 
strong and unseasonal winds 
drove a thick cloud of ash 
southward from Iceland. 

Irish air space reopened at 1 
p.m. and services returned to 
normal as the ash drifted south 
into the open Atlantic at too 
low an altitude to pose a risk to 
aircraft. 


Britain's National Air Traf¬ 
fic Service said there was no 
immediate threat of disruption 
to British airports but said the 
situation remained "dynamic." 
Ireland said there might be 
new shutdowns today. 

Hanging over all official 
statements were fears that the 
volcano in southeast Iceland 
could keep scattering ash — 
and travel chaos — across Eu¬ 
rope all summer. 

"We remain at risk of fur¬ 
ther shutdowns, particularly 
today," Brennan said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. "We're pro¬ 
bably facing a summer of un¬ 
certainty because of this ash 
cloud." 

Brennan said Ireland had no 
choice but to shut its air space 
at 7 a.m. yesterday because a 
thick cloud of ash was reach¬ 
ing the island. The ash gener¬ 
ally poses a risk only to aircraft 
at lower altitudes, when they 
are ascending to cruising alti¬ 
tude or coming in to land. 

Brennan said prevailing 
winds normally would push the 


ash northward to the Arctic, but 
turned southward this week, 
sending ash straight over the 
Faeroes, down past the He¬ 
brides on Scotland's northwest 
coast and over Ireland, which 
lies 900 miles (1,500 kilome¬ 
ters) southeast of Iceland. 

Ireland's temporary shut¬ 
down grounded more than 200 
flights, most of them operated 
by airlines Ryanair and Aer 
Lingus. Both airlines sche¬ 
duled extra flights yesterday 
afternoon and evening to clear 
the backlog of stranded cus¬ 
tomers. 

Iceland's Institute of Earth 
Sciences said the volcano's 
plume has risen this week to 
nearly 5.5 kilometers (18,000 
feet) following several large 
explosions. It said tremors em¬ 
anating from the volcano have 
intensified since Sunday night 
and the eruption that began 
April 14 shows no signs of 
ending. 

The last time this volcano 
erupted — in 1821 — the 
eruption lasted for over a year. 


Germany's Holocaust memorial marks 
5th anniversary 


BERLIN, Germany (AP) - 
Germany's Holocaust memo¬ 
rial has attracted millions of 
visitors since opening five 
years ago and is now one of the 
capital's top 10 tourist attrac¬ 
tions, an official said yester¬ 
day. 

Some 2.3 million people, 
equally split between Germans 
and foreign tourists, have vi¬ 
sited the documentation center 
under the somber field of 
2,700 gray slabs in the heart of 
Berlin since it opened in May 
2005, said Uwe Neumaerker, 
the director of the foundation 
running the memorial. 

The memorial to the Holo¬ 
caust's 6 million Jewish vic¬ 
tims is located near Berlin's 
Brandenburg Gate and is ac¬ 
cessible around the clock. 
Only visitors to the museum 


are counted. 

Parliament speaker Norbert 
Lammert praised the memo¬ 
rial's prominent location and 
said it has established itself as 
a new landmark. "It has found 
its way into the city's life and 
into the political culture." 

Architect Peter Eisenman 
said the monument's purpose 
was to recall the memory of 
the Holocaust in "the daily life 
of ordinary Germans." Com¬ 
menting on the monument's 
success, the U.S. architect 
called for an extension of the 
monument and the documenta¬ 
tion center. "I realize it's too 
small now," he said. 

But Lea Rosh, who leads 
the memorial's fundraising 
group, rejected the idea of ex¬ 
tending the monument or the 
museum, praising the docu¬ 


mentation center instead for 
giving concise information. 

"There is no comparable 
crime in world history, but 
there also is no nation com¬ 
memorating its crimes in this 
way," Rosh said of the 19,000 
square-meter monument 
across from the U.S. embassy. 

Over the past five years the 
labyrinthine memorial has de¬ 
veloped cracks and other dam¬ 
age to its gray slabs, the extent 
of which is still being assessed, 
Neumaerker said. "However, 
nothing is falling apart.". 

Concern about vandalism, 
however, proved largely un¬ 
founded, Neumaerker said. In 
five years the slabs have only 
been defaced with graffiti a 
few times, including with 
swastikas, but it has been 
quickly removed.

NEW YORK (AP)—An¬ 
heuser-Busch is in talks to be¬ 
come the official beer sponsor 
of the National Football 
League, a person close to the 
league said Tuesday. The 
talks came as rival Miller- 
Coors announced it would not 
renew its sponsorship, saying 
it couldn’t agree on a price. 

The person—who is fa¬ 
miliar with the negotiations 
but requested anonymity be¬ 
cause the deal isn’t com¬ 
plete—said an official 
announcement could come 
later Tuesday. The person de¬ 
clined to specify terms or 
which of the company’s beers 
would be the official beer. 

Messages left for An¬ 
heuser-Busch, part of An¬ 
heuser-Busch InBev, were 
not immediately returned. 

MillerCoors’ Coors Light 
sponsorship dates to 2002 
and runs out after the season 
that begins this fall. The per¬ 


son familiar with the negoti¬ 
ations said the new contract 
would be for the 2011-2012 
season and an unspecified 
number of seasons after that. 

MillerCoors CEO Leo 
Kiely said the company made 
an offer that expired at mid¬ 
night Monday, but it wasn’t 
accepted. The company told 
distributors in a memo it 
couldn’t reach an agreement 
with the NFL over the value 
of the sponsorship. 

“NFL is great property. 
We’re not running away from 
the NFL. We have tremendous 
advertising commitments 
there. We’ll continue to,” he 
told investors on a conference 
call to discuss the company’s 
first-quarter results. 

MillerCoors still plans to 
maintain deals with individ¬ 
ual teams but now it has a 
“significant amount” of 
money that it can spend else¬ 
where, he said.

THE HAGUE - Dutch coach 
Bert Van Marwijk insisted 
Tuesday that veteran striker 
Ruud Van Nistelrooy could 
still make the World Cup fi¬ 
nals despite being omitted 
from an initial training squad. 

"As for Ruud, I'm giving 
myself until May 11 to de¬ 
cide," Van Marwijk told the 
De Telegraaf daily newspa¬ 
per. 

"I'm leaving him until that 
date to convince me that he is 
sufficiently in shape to take 
part in the World Cup." 

Van Marwijk on Monday 
named a 26-strong squad for 
a first training camp at Hoen- 
derlo from May 10-14 ahead 
of the June 11-July 11 World 
Cup in South Africa. A sec¬ 
ond camp with those players 
still involved with their clubs 
will be held in Austria be¬ 
tween May 19-31. 

"My assistants and I have 
seen a lot of Ruud playing re¬ 
cently. We don't think it 


JOHANNESBURG (AP)— 
FIFA general secretary 
Jerome Valcke was critical 
of Brazil’s World Cup 
preparations Monday, say¬ 
ing he has received a report 
on the 2014 hosts’ stadium 
construction and it is “not 
very nice.” 

FIFA has selected 12 
Brazilian cities to host 
games and Valcke says 
Brazil already has fallen 
behind deadlines. 

“I got a report on the sta¬ 
tus quo of the Brazilian sta¬ 
diums. I have to say it is 
not very nice,” Valcke said. 
“There are a number with 
red lights already, which is 
amazing. It is amazing how 
Brazil is already late. And I 
am not just talking about 
Morumbi or Maracana sta¬ 
diums, I am talking about a 
number of stadiums. The 
stadiums are the basic 
points we need to have a 
World Cup and in Brazil, 
for the time being, most of 
the deadlines are already 
over and we have to work 
on new deadlines.” 

Valcke said he received 
the report Monday morn¬ 
ing, just hours before a cer¬ 
emony at Johannesburg’s 
Soccer City stadium—the 
venue for the 2010 final— 


would be useful to call him 
up at the first step but that 
does not mean that he's out of 
the picture," the coach said. 

The 3 3-year-old Van Nis¬ 
telrooy, who joined Hamburg 
midway through the season 
from Real Madrid, had re¬ 
cently indicated that he would 
like to end his self-imposed 
exile from the national squad.

United striker has scored 33 
goals in his 64 international 
appearances for the Nether¬ 
lands. 

The Dutch - who have yet 
to win the World Cup despite 
reaching two finals in 1974 
and 1978 - have been drawn 
with Denmark, Japan and 
Cameroon for the World Cup. 

Van Marwijk will name a 
30-man squad on May 11 
which will be trimmed to 23 
on June 1. There are also 
friendlies slated against Mex¬ 
ico (May 26), Ghana (June 1) 
and Hungary (June 5). 


to celebrate its construc¬ 
tion. He thanked workers 
for their role. 

Even before this year’s 
World Cup, FIFA is begin¬ 
ning to concentrate on 
Brazil, which will be host¬ 
ing the tournament for the 
first time since 1950. 

“For the time being, we 
have 12 host cities and we 
are not in a period where 
we have to make deci¬ 
sions,” Valcke said. “What 
we are saying is that all the 
things they have promised, 
they have been saying and 
they have signed, the com¬ 
mitment from different 
people—they have to de¬ 
liver these commitments.” 

Valcke also warned that 
if the stadium in Brasilia 
was reduced to 30,000 
seats, as reports suggest, it 
will not be allowed to host 
the tournament opener. 

“Brazil is showing it is 
very difficult to organize a 
World Cup in Brazil, as it 
was difficult in South 
Africa,” he said. 

In a statement, the local 
organizing committee in 
Brazil said it will evaluate 
all stadiums and construc¬ 
tion schedules starting 
Thursday. The visits will 
last until May 20. 


Shakira’s World 
Cup anthem 
doesn’t impress 
some 



JOHANNESBURG (AP)— 
Pop star Shakira’s official 
World Cup anthem “Waka 
Waka” has received an un¬ 
official “No, no” from 
South Africans. 

The song, which is a col¬ 
laboration with South 
African band Freshly- 
ground, was released to 
radio stations last week but 
has not hit the right note 
with football fans in the host 
country. 

“It’s horrible,” local fan 
Findi Munonde said. “I’m 
not standing for it. I mean 
what is our president doing 
about it?” 

“Waka Waka—Time for 
Africa” takes its inspiration 
from Cameroonian music, 
but South Africans aren’t 
convinced Colombian 
singer Shakira is the right 
person to represent Africa’s 
first World Cup. 

“Really, I mean, how is 
Shakira going to sing the 
African part of it?” said No¬ 
mas wazi Thomo, another 
local fan from Johannes¬ 
burg. 

The 3 3-year-old Shakira 
is one of a string of interna¬ 
tional artists also perform¬ 
ing at FIFA’s June 10 
Kickoff concert to mark the 
start of the tournament. 

The Kickoff lineup, 
which includes American 
artists Alicia Keys and 
Black Eyed Peas, was criti¬ 
cized in South Africa, where 
locals felt their own musi¬ 
cians had been sidelined. 
World Cup organizers have 
now agreed to add more 
local artists. 

“I love it that South 
Africans are just coming to¬ 
gether as South Africans 
and saying, ‘We’ve got our 
own people and it’s an 
African World Cup. It’s 
ours,”’ 702 Talk Radio pre¬ 
senter Jenny Cryws- 
Williams said. “We are 
going to put on a fantastic 
World Cup. Why don’t we 
have South Africans doing 
it for us?” 


Each of 23 Spanish team 
players will receive an award 
of 550,000 Euros, if Spain 
win world title at World Cup 
2010 in South Africa. 

This award is more than 
double those received when 
Spain won European cham¬ 
pion title, and the largest ever 
mentioned among all national 
teams. 

If England win 2010 
World Cup players will be 
awarded with 450,000 Euros, 
and if Brazilians won they 
will be awarded with 300,000

Woods trying to hit his stride 


Serena back with a win, Safina slumps 
in Rome 


PONTE VEDRA BEACH, 
Florida (AP)—The 18th hole 
on the TPC Sawgrass is not 
nearly as daunting without 
wind, which was the case on 
a muggy Tuesday morning 
when Tiger Woods set up 
over the tee shot with a 3- 
wood in hand. 

The ball never had a 
chance to stay dry. 

It started down the left 
side with a severe hook and 
splashed down some 20 yards 
to the left of the water’s edge. 
With a mild curse under his 
breath, Woods asked his cad¬ 
die for another ball. 

It was his fifth ball in the 
water during nine holes of 
practice at The Players 
Championship. 

He lost two in the water 
on the front nine the day be¬ 
fore. 

There have been flashes of 


brilliance, as always, but far 
more shots that hardly re¬ 
semble golf from the world’s 
best player. 

“It’s just a matter of ... 
getting my mind where it 
needs to be,” Woods said. 
“And certainly, I’ve made a 
lot of adjustments in my life, 
and I’ve gone through a 
lot—a lot. Just trying to 
make sure I get everything 
organized so I can play.” 

Woods is capable of mak¬ 
ing some form of history at 
just about any golf tourna¬ 
ment, and The Players Cham¬ 
pionship is no exception. Only 
now, the question is whether 
Woods will miss the cut in 
consecutive tournaments for 
the first time in his career. 

He didn’t just miss the cut 
last week at Quail Hollow, he 
missed it by a mile. With a 79 
in the second round—his sec¬ 
ond-highest score in his ca¬ 
reer— Woods posted his 
highest 36-hole total (153) in 
14 years on the PGA Tour. 

Two days of practice this 
week did little to change the 
notion that his game — not to 
mention his head—is not in a 
good spot. 

After three days of ram¬ 
pant speculation that he 
would ditch his swing coach, 
Woods said that nothing has 
changed with Hank Haney, 
who was not at Sawgrass. 


Messi scores twice 
to lead Barcelona 

MADRID (AP) —Lionel 
Messi scored twice to in¬ 
crease his season total to 40 
goals, and Barcelona moved 
a step closer to repeating as 
Spanish league champion by 
beating visiting Tenerife 4-1 
Tuesday night. 

Messi scored in the 17th 
minute off a ball headed by 
Zlatan Ibrahimovic, then put 
a shot off a post three minutes 
later. Messi got his second 
goal in second-half injury 
time. 

Messi, the reigning FIFA 
player of the year, leads La 
Liga with 31 goals and has 
eight Champions League 
goals and one in the Copa del 
Rey. 

Barcelona (29-1-6) has 93 
points with three games left 
and has a four-point lead over 
second-place Real Madrid 
(29-4-2), which plays at Mal¬ 
lorca on Wednesday. 


ROME (AP)- World num¬ 
ber one Serena Williams an¬ 
nounced her return from 
injury by overpowering 
Swiss Timea Bacsinszky 7- 
6 6-1 at the Italian Open on 
Tuesday in her first match 
since winning the Aus¬ 
tralian Open in January. 

The American, who suf¬ 
fered a knee injury after 
beating Justine Henin to lift 
the Australian title in Mel¬ 
bourne after a three-set bat¬ 
tle, looked listless in the 
early stages of her second- 
round match and struggled 
on serve. 

Bacsinszky capitalised, 
mixing things up nicely 
with her drop shots espe¬ 


cially effective against a 
leg-weary Serena and un¬ 
leashing eye-catching win¬ 
ners from both sides to 
break twice and race 4-1 
ahead on the red clay sur¬ 
face. 

Williams clawed her way 
back, despite a few erratic 
moments, saving three set 
points on her opponent’s 
serve before dominating the 
tiebreak and the second set 
to book a meeting with Ger¬ 
many’s Andrea Petkovic. 

“I got off to a bit of a 
slow start but it was good I 
was able to fight it off,” the 
12-times singles grand slam 
winner told a news confer¬ 
ence at the warm-up for the 
French Open. 

“I don’t think anything 
went wrong. I thought she 
played excellently. She was 
really playing well so I just 
had to pick up the level of 
my game.” 

“I hope by the time I get 
to Roland Garros, I’ll be 
playing really well. It 
(Tuesday’s match) is defi¬ 
nitely a start.” 

SAFINA OUSTED 

Russian holder Dinara 
Safina, also plagued by in¬ 
jury problems, slumped to a 
6-4 6-7 6-1 defeat by world 
number 43 Alexandra Dul- 
gheru of Romania. 

Third-seeded Safina, 
who has missed most of the 
season with a back injury, 
made a sluggish start on 
clay made heavy by rain and 
trailed 4-0. 


She levelled at 4-4 but 
surrendered the initiative 
immediately, skewing an 
easy volley wide to lose 
serve on the way to conced¬ 
ing the first set. 

She eventually claimed a 
topsy-turvy second set on a 
tiebreak before crumbling 
in the decider. 

“I’d been two months 
completely without touching 
the racquet and simply not 
doing any practice or prepa¬ 
ration,” Safina said. “I prac¬ 
tised just a little bit and 
obviously this was very dis¬ 
appointing. 

“The only good thing 
about this match was that 
my back didn’t create any 
problems.” 

Fourth seed Venus 
Williams, also back from in¬ 
jury, reached the third round 
with a 6-2 6-2 win over 
Swiss Patty Schnyder. 

Denmark’s world number 
two Caroline Wozniacki 
dropped just one game in 
her win over Italian wild 
card Maria Elena Camerin. 

Twice champion Jelena 
Jankovic of Serbia, seeded 
seven, overcame American 
Bethanie Mattek-Sands 6-3 
3-6 6-1. 

Her compatriot Ana 
Ivanovic, who has slipped 
to 58th in the rankings after 
being top two years ago, 
showed she might be on her 
way back to form by beating 
ninth seed Victoria 
Azarenka 6-4 6-4 to set up a 
clash with world number six 
Elena Dementieva.
